Gloomy Republican Governors

The French republic, unlike our 


(representative democracy, 
gives 


almost absolute power to its parli- 
ament — and it is a fair judgment 
to report that 
most 
Americans 


after reading that the French are 
thinking about turning their re- 
pftblic back into a kingdom figure 
that the French governmental sy- 
stem has been a lousy failure. 


Furthermore, the record of his- 


tory shows that all true democ- 
racies have been lousy failures. 


Because in a true democracy you 


hand a blank check for the nation's 
entire fortune and the key's for all 
its jails over to a crowd of politi- 
cians — the inevitable result be- 
ing that the people wake up to 
find t1 emselves broken in both 
purse and spirit. 


But a representative democracy, 


such as the American Republic 
assumes from the beginning that 
only limited powers can be en- 
trusted to public officials because 
the citizens themselves 
propose 


to give only a limited amount of 
time to public business. We don't 
propose to put ourselves in a posi- 
tion where we've got to meet a 
life-or-dcath issue on 
absolutely 


every election day. 


The true democracies lay great 


store by such nonsense. 


Maybe our representative demo- 


cracy has ways that are strange 
to foreigners, but we 
certainly 


aren't figuring on turning this 
republic into a kingdom — and 
that's something that makes sense 
to the freemen of all nations.

GOP Committee 
to Settle Fight

CHICAGO Itfl — The 
fight be- 


tween Tnft and Elsenhower sup- 
porters over contested delegates to 
the Republican' National Conven- 
tion appeared headed today for a 
showdown before the party's na- 
tional committee. 


Representatives of the two top 


contenders for the GOP pvcsidcn- 
tial nomination at next week's con- 
vention failed to agree on a main 
issue at a meeting last night with 
the party's national chairman.

Robert A. Taft of Ohio and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower at a meet- 
ing with Guy G. Gabrielson, na- 
tional committee chairman, agreed 
that rules for settling the contested 
delegate disputes would be similar 
to those adopted at the 1048 con- 
vention. 


The contests involve convention 


votes from eight states and Puerto 
Rico. The sharpest fight is expected

of New Jersey and Gov. Walter 
Kohier of Wisconsin. They agreed 
the GOP nominee would be the 
outsider in the betting, whether 
he is Eisenhower or Sen. Robert A

On the other hand. Democratic 


executives gathered for the annual 
Governors Conference here sound- 
ed a back-thumping note of con- 
fidence that they will win with 
any nominee they can agree upon 
at their Chicago convention. 


Many of them, however, were 


waiting for a scheduled news con- 
ference answer by Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson of Illinois to the often- 
repeated 
question of

about a presidential 


draft movement. 


There 
was no indication that 


Stevenson would travel beyond his 
latest observation that it remains 
to be seen what might happen in 
that event.

Every family must have a mun 


like Jim, u man at the peak of hi* 
powers who is suddenly stricken 
and becomes helpless, so 'far us 
tho 
use o£ his 
muscles is con- 


cerned. 


Thi! great hidden drama in many 


American families is what they do 
with a man who suffers a stroke. 
Usually the women of the family 
begin to make him their prisoner 
by babying him. 


That is Jim's problem. He must 


go ahead inflicting his views and 
personality on a world in which 
ho cannot run and play — but in 
which he has some responsibility. 


Such is the twilight goal of pow- 


er for many mon and women who 
wield responsibility, and who have 
suffered a stroke. 


A stroke is an interior lightning 


flash that weakens one or the other 
sid'e of the human body from a 
muscular viewpoint and makes the 
wtak side emotionally dependent 
on the side that Is not handicapped, 


In other words, if your mother- 


in-law suffers a stroke, you should 
massage 
her stricken • hand and 


make her know you love her. Tho 
etremities of those who are 
so 


afflicted become extremely sensi- 
tive. Only tho calming hand of love 
can soothe them in their distress 
qnd' doubt, 


This any member of any family 


should as a labor of affection do 
for any relative or friend afflicted 
by a stroke. 


The main thing about a person 


who has had a stroke is that ho 
has lost communication with Ms 
ordinary world. He knows that bet- 
ter than you do. To help him you 
have to help him keep in touch 
with the life he has known before 
You have to escort him over the 
ridge of difference. You have to. 
build a bridge of love between 
what he was and what he must 
be, no matter what he was before.
